Sophomores John 
Spinetto and James Grieve and Freshman 
Tom Zylicz went to Fresh Pond April 15 
to see how many cans they could collect 
in a half hour. Would you believe eleven 
big plastic bags of cans (mostly Budweiser 
and Coke)? 

On the last day before Spring vacation

Eccles, Paul Walsh and Barry Watson 
spent time walking around Rindge 
collecting cans. They managed to fill four 
bags in about forty minutes. 

Old newspapers, including those from 
the Rindge library, are also being brought 
to Room 321. When enough are collected 
they are taken to the Sierra Club on 
Huron Avenue for recycling. Recycling 
newspapers helps to save trees. It takes 
over 17 trees to make just one ton of 
newsprint.

He may be blind, but Wendell Mar- 
chant can see. Wendell is 29 years old, a 
high school student, and totally blind. 
But his loss of sight does not discourage 
him from reaching a goal.

Wendell Marchant never went to high 
school at the regular school age. Instead 
he took on small jobs like dishwashing. 
Dishwashing is not what he would like to 
do for a career. At the age of 20, having 
lost his eyesight by Glaucoma and finding 
he could not sit around in a shadowed 
life, Wendell decided to get an education 
and do as much as those who are not 
blind. He tried to get into different 
schools, but was not able to do it. 

In 1969, he made an appointment 
with Headmaster Mr. Robert R. Sweeney. 
With the help of Mr. Sweeney, Wendell 
got into Rindge, taking the regular sub- 
jects. He thinks a lot of Mr. Sweeney. 
Wendell is expected to graduate in 1973 
and hopes to get a scholarship for Art 
College. He has already made Honor Roll 
a couple of times. A career in drawing is 
his hope. 

Wendell is married and has two 
daughters. His wife is ‘‘Jo’’ (Joan) and his 
girls names are Susan, soon to be eight, 
and Linda, age six. Although he has never 
seen his children, he knows how beautiful 
they are, loves his family very much and 
knows he is loved in return. 

Mr. Chester Hall, drawing teacher at 
Rindge, has halped Wendell in art. His 
drawings are made up of angular perspec- 
tive designs. He has made some money by 
selling some of his pictures and plans to 


exhibit his drawings at Follen Church in 
Lexington. 

Amazingly, he takes auto and is very 
good at it. Wendell has books in Braille 
and on records. Some of his hobbies 
other than drawing are electronics and 
record collecting. When it comes to 
music, he is an oldie freak, admiring songs 
from the late 50’s.

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THE JOHN KELLEHER STORY

It was a cold November night and the 
winter season was beginning. The rain fell 
harshly upon the city, and a man is 
nervously waiting. Patrick Kelleher per- 
spires heavily, while awaiting the birth of 
another baby. Helena (Murphy) Kelleher 
is about to add another child to her 
already family of six. In a Relief Hospital 
in Cambridge, Massachusetts, on Novem- 
ber 2, 1903, a fourth son is born to the 
happy couple. One month later the small, 
browneyed boy was christened, John 
Frances Kelleher. 


The family of Kelleher’s grew to five 
boys and three girls. It was the average 
family life, and the spankings from 
daddy. But, in 1909, Helena Kelleher 
passed on at an early age. It was indeed a 





sad moment for Mr. Kelleher and his 
children, but even moreso to the six year 
old Johnny. From then on Patrick 
Kelleher had the task of raising eight 
kids. 

John Kelleher attended the Harvard 
Grammar School and graduated in 1919. 
He dropped out of High School his 
freshman year, figuring he’d have no 
problems, John soon found out he was 
wrong and returned to school for an 
education. He had jobs such as shoe 
shining, and selling newspapers, which 
few kids do today. After graduating from 
C.H.L.S., he attended Hebron Academy, 
then completed 4 years at Boston College 
where he received a Ph.B. 

Fresh out of college in 1928, Kelleher 
had the bad fate of having to go out and 
face the Stock Market crash, which occur-

red a year later. November 1, 1929 saw 
the year in which John Kelleher became a 
member of the Rindge Faculty. As a 
teacher he taught History, Spanish, and 
inostly English classes.

McClinot wed in Holy matrimony. In 
1939, Genevieve gave birth to a girl, who 
was named Elaine. Two years later Gene- 
vieve jr. was born, and in August of 1942 
John jr. made the family complete. 


At the age of 39, in the prime of his 
life, John Kelleher enlisted into the Air 
Force. From 1942 till his discharge in 
1945, Kelleher was a Pre-Flight Instructor 
down south, and left the service at the 
rank of First Lieutenant. During the early 
part of World War Two, he served as an 
Air-Raid Warden in his neighborhood. 


Years went on, education continued, 
the once tiny tots who ran thru the house 
were now young adults, and John 
Kelleher grew grayer and wiser. The date 
is 1952 and Mr. Kelleher has been ap- 
pointed Assistant Headmaster of Rindge 
Technical High School. Forty-nine years 
of age, but still dashing and debonair, Mr. 
Kelleher took charge of the Freshman 
and Sophomore classes. 


Another sad moment fell upon John 
Kelleher in 1960, when the life of his 
beloved wife, ended. For 20 years, Mr. 
Kelleher has remained Assistant Head- 
master, and has seen the students and 
school change. He wishes it were the 
Rindge of yesteryear whereas it was a 
Technical High School like it should be. 
Mr. Kelleher feels that there is not 
enough shops given, especially to the 
students of the college course. 


“Smokey” was the name he acquired 
from an older brother who was a fast 
baseball pitcher. He has conducted clinics 
in the many major sports. Just about 
every year from 1930 to the 60's, he has 
taken some sort of educational course. 


For relaxation his hobbies take him to 
Gardening and Photography. In 1961 he 
received the “Gold Pass’’ award by the 
Eastern Athletic Committee. He’s General 
Chairman of the ““Swede’’ Nelson Sports- 
manship Committee. Mr. Kelleher has an 
Ed.M. from B.C., and a M.A. from Notre 
Dame and has attended Northeastern 
University Law School. John Kelleher 
and Sonny Foley are two of the few three 
letter men, for three major sports, in the 
history of Boston College. 


Mr. John Kelleher is 69 years old, the 
once brown hair is now gray in color, and 
his face is lined with his many years of 
living. February, 1971 he suffered a 
stroke which laid him up for months at a 
time. In November of 71 he underwent a 
prostrate operation. He spent many of his 
years to help young boys to succeed. He 
would slyly sneak up on a student and 
with a sinister smile and the look of satan 
about him, he would give out ten nights 
detention. It was his job to keep order in 
place, and he did a fine job. 


Now his time is up. After 50 faithful 
years of educational service, it will all 
come to an end on June 30, 1972. He’ll 
spend many days down on the Cape and 
do whatever he wants. His last few weeks 
will be a frightening and strange experi- 
ence. The replacement for Assistant 
Headmaster will never succeed his prede- 
ccessor. Mr. Kelleher will leave Rindge 
highly respected, well missed, and apprec- 
iation will be shown towards him. This 
man will never be mentioned or pictured 
in a history book, nor will he be known 
throughout the country, but in the names 
of Legendary men of Rindge Tech., there 
will be only one, and it will read, John 
Frances Kelleher.

GETTING IT TOGETHER 


In June, 1971, the prospective senior 
class at Rindge elected as their class 
officers: Emerson Bascomb as President; 
Francis Murphy as secretary; Michael

yearbook top priority to start with. 

After consultations with their 
yearbook advisor, Mr. Tim Mahoney, the 
yearbook staff went to work during the 
summer soliciting ads. This decision was 
made to avoid competing with other 
schools during the fall and to meet 
businessmen before they left on their 
vacations. It proved very successful.

C.1.T.Y stands for Community 
Interaction Through Youth a program 
more commonly known as a “‘high school 
without walls.’’ | told my little brother 
that there is going to be a program in the 
Cambridge Public Schools called “‘high 
school without walls,’’ and he said, ‘’’’you 
must be crazy, you mean to tell me 
you're going to sit in the snow and rain 
without any roof or walls to protect 
you?”’ 

The name “high school without walls”’ 
has many interpretations, with a different 
one for each high school without walls, 
and there are many. Cambridge has a 
unique one for all to enjoy. C.I.T.Y. 
enables the student to spend time in 
many different environments, from 
universities to factories, from hospitals to 
leather shops. This offers the student the 
opportunity to be a part of the many 
facets of life, to make decisions and learn 
about the responsibilities which he will 
face upon graduating from high school. 

With the help of his Learning 
Supervisor, each student will make out 
his own program which will satisfy both 
himself and the requirements for a high 
school diploma. Students will also attend 
tutorial sessions during the week. 
Teachers will be provided to teach the 
basic skills and provide courses that are 
requested and presently unavailable. 

A day in the life of a student may be 
as follows: he might attend art classes in 
an art studio, next a math class at a 
university, next mechanical drawing in an 
architect's office, or welding in a factory, 
or any number of courses within the 
Cambridge Public Schools. The Boston 
and Cambridge Communities are rich in 
culture, education, medicine and 
scientific research, yet high school 
students gain very little from them. 

To bring about this necessary and very 
worthwhile program, everyone must be 
involved. C.1.T.Y. is a community venture 
but most important are the students. 
There will be a series of workshops 
involving students from Cambridge High 
and Latin School, Rindge Tech, 
Brookline High School, as well as youth 
who have left the schools. These 
workshops will be about: 


1. Evaluation: how does one know if 
the people in the program are 
succeeding? 

2. Curriculum: what types of courses 
are in demand? How should they be 
taught? 

3. Youth Conference: a conference to 
be designed by youth, to involve 
and identify people who are willing 
to work on the_ continued 
development of C.1.T.Y.

It took the Rindge Tech. Warriors two 


full Basketball Seasons to get back the 
pride they once owned in the Suburban 
League. Due to the lack of height and 
experience the Warriors had not thought 
about regaining the Crown they once 
held. Led by a very “‘small’’ and inexperi- 
enced team, Rindge was picked for anoth- 
er losing season. | must say that the 
tallest man on their team was 6ft.

THE LEGEND OF 
RALPH “STODY” WARD 


Where does one start when there is so 
much to tell about the real accomplish- 
ments of one outstanding Cantabridgian? 
For the purposes of this newspaper, Mr. 
Ralph Ward (nickname, ‘’Stody’’), has 
been a partner with teachers and students 
in helping them know the community as 
it stretches across the state. 

Mr. Ward is the man who expedites 
special-event field trips for students. 
Would you believe it—more than 5,000 
youngsters have benefitted from his con- 
cerned leadership in Cambridge. Most of 
the “’specials’’” have been at minimal cost 
to the City. 

In the past decade, ‘’‘Stody’’ has made 
preparations and follow through for our 
visiting Norfolk State Prison, which in- 
cluded: (1) prison. luncheons for the 
students at the cost of 30 cents each, (2) 
téte-a-téte chats with many “‘lifers’’ in 
prison, and (3) publicity for the students 
from both high schools and settlement 
houses throughout Cambridge. 

Ralph is the man who sets up our visits 
with the East Cambridge Middlesex 
County Courthouse, including the 
juvenile and probation departments; he 
makes us meet face to face people helping 
to run our community while we are in 
school. 

Ralph has been a real ombudsman for 
the youth of Cambridge, consistently 
giving his will and talent to help people 
develop. For sake of space there will 
follow a partial outline listing some of the 
activities of Mr. Ralph ‘Stody”’ Ward, a 
graduate of our Rindge Technical School:

* Headed the State Pilot Program for 
prevention of juvenile delinquency. 

* Ten year member of the Youth Serv- 
ice Board, its athletic program director, 
establishing an in service court composed 
entirely of the inmates. 

*In addition to his making arrange- 
ments for all sports events for the young 
to visit, he has conducted back yard 
movies in troubled areas and problem 
districts, getting youngsters to renovate 
old buildings for play areas, securing top 
professional athletes to counsil and advise 
youngsters. 

There was a time at the Public Library 
outside Rindge, when groups of students 
caused steady trouble during and after 
school hours to visitors. Mr. Ward with 
his sole magic psychology, was able to 
clear the Library way within a month 
with students themselves on a_ partly 
cooperative basis—most of their parents 
were made aware of the extra curricular 
“library steps’’ activities of their sons! 

Mr. Ward has been a liaison man for 
the schools with the courts. His efforts 
have helped keep city youth on the right 
side. ‘““Stody”’ has been a specialist in race 
relations, dealing with many hostile and 
emotionally disturbed children in schools 
and housing projects. 

He has been the specialist in sports: 
professional athlete in baseball, football 
and boxing; scouting for the Red Sox and 
old Boston Braves; owned the famous 
Colored Giants Baseball Team; Editor-in- 
Chief of the monthly booklet, ‘’Recrea- 
tion Digest’; Sports Editor of ’“Graphic’’; 
reporter of the Associated Negro 
Press... 

Such a dedicated and interesting, hard 
working gentleman, one in a million. How 
many of us are heading towards the 
accomplishments of Mr. Ralph ‘’Stody” 
Ward of Rindge Technical School fame?

FINDING. ‘‘OFF LIMITS 
SIGNS, ILLEGAL!”

According to information received (via 
the ‘‘Legal Hot-Line’’ at Rindge), it was 
learned from a Mr. Jim Kidd of the 
Citizens Aid Division of the State Attor- 
ney General’s Office that, according to 
Mr. James Davis of the Massachusetts 
Commission Against Discrimination, 
“The signs at the Broadway Super Market 
and Drug Store prohibiting high school 
students from using the stores during 
school hours are illegal!” 

Reporters Jim Cyr and_ Richard 
Mahoney of the Rindge Register Staff 
made a visit to the Mass. Commission 
Against Discrimination (4th floor, 120 
Tremont St., Boston) and obtained the 


laws covering the issue: 
Massachusetts General Laws; 
Accommodations Law; Chapter

Pe 


Section 92A; states: ‘No owner, lessee, 
proprietor, manager, superintendent, 
agent or employee of any place of public 
accommodation, resort or amusement 
shall, directly or indirectly, by himself or 
another, publish, issue, circulate, distrib- 
ute, or display, or cause to be published, 
issued, circulated, distributed or 
displayed, in any way, any advertise- 
ment, circular, folder, book, pamphlet, 
written or painted or printed notice or 
sign, of any kind or description, in- 
tended to discriminate against or ac- 
tually discriminating against any persons 
of any religious sect, creed, class, race, 
color, denomination or nationality, in 
the full enjoyment of the accommo- 
dations, advantages, facilities or privi- 
leges offered to the general public by 
such places of public accommodation, 
resort Or amusement; provided, that 
nothing herein contained shall be con- 
strued to prohibit the mailing to any 
person of private communication in writ- 
ing, in response to his specific written 
inquiry.” 

The owners of the stores in question, 
have broken the law. But let us of course 
think about the store owners’ reasoning 
for putting up the signs. The owner has to 
protect his business from students who 
attend his establishment who might steal 
something. These students are themselves 
breaking a serious law. But even though, 
the stores have still broken the law by 


hanging the signs upon their buildings. 


Note well: This only means that the 
signs are illegal—and does not relate to 
school rulings about students’ activities!

A.—| don’t like to make decisions 
hastily. It would not be sound of me to 
make this decision too quickly since I’ve 
only been here a short time. The people 
now in the positions will not necessarily 
be the ones who will be permanently in 
the job. I’d like to see this done the same 
way | was chosen, by having students and 
parents interview the candidates. By the 
end of this school year, this should be 
taken care of and, if not, surely by the 
beginning of next school year. 

Q.—In what departments are you plan- 
ning cutbacks, as taking teachers out? 

A.—A study proved that enrollment in 
Cambridge has gone down and number of 
teachers have gone up. Not firing, but not 
hiring. Better utilization of existing per- 
sonnel is important. 

Q.—Why doesn’t Rindge have it’s own 
Math department head, instead of shar- 
ing? 

A.—We are going to get a new Math 
Department Head for Rindge, and a new 
head for the Science Department too. 

Q.—You seem to have had success with 
the coffee conferences and you have gone 
to Latin to meet students. What about 
going around Rindge? 

A.—The budget problem interrupted 
my visits. As soon as this is taken care of 
| will go around Rindge, probably after 
vacation in April. 

Q.—What is your opinion of the stu- 
dents at Rindge and Latin? 

A.—They show to me a lack of con- 
cern to fellow human beings. | also see a 
disrespect and lack of support for their 
schools. 

Q.—What changes have taken place 
since you've come? 

A.—No monumental! changes have 
been made. We are getting ideas. We will 
move ahead in career education. 


Q.—Once a week members of the 
Rindge Band and Choir have to interrupt 
time from one of their classes. Shouldn't 
a class for these things be arranged so as 
not having to miss another class? 


A.—Music and band should have their 
own class time. They are careers, that are 
growing, so whay shouldn't there be 
formal instruction in the subject? 

Q.—What about Elementary school 
children soon to enter High School. They 
do not know as much as they should 
about the High School? 

A.—Not just the students, but their 
parents, know very little about the High 
School. Besides the regular literature that 
goes out to elementary schools to tell 
about High School, we are planning to 
send out a team of High School students 
to talk about the High School and show 
films. 


Q.—What are you in favor of, remod- 
elling Rindge and Latin or building two 
new schools? 

A.—According to the architect, it will 
cost 19 million to remodel and 23 million 
dollars to build two new schools. Eventu- 
ally, we will need new schools and this 
will cost us. | have no decision at this 
time, but | am more in favor of two new 
schools. But not yet sure of decision 
because of the four million dollars in- 
volved.

“Goats Head Soup” / Rolling Stones:

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Rindge Track Team Suburban League Champs 


After four frustrating years of being 
top contenders in State Championships 
competition, the Rindge Tech track team 
captured the Class D state championship 
on Feb. 16, 1974 at Reading High 
School. 

Led by junior Mike Kee’s record tying 
5.5 50-yd. dash run, the Warriors amassed 
a total of twenty-two points to easily out- 
distance Wilmington, their nearest chal- 
lenger. 


Cal Lamb started the evening’s scoring 
for Rindge by placing second in a photo 
finish in the 45 yd. hurdles. His time of 
5.9 seconds was .1 second off the all time 
Rindge record held by John Thomas. 


Junior Mark DeCambre repeated last 
year’s state meet performance by placing 
a strong third in the 300 yd. dash. Mark 
has been constantly hampered by tight 
turns in the types of tracks he has 
competed on. His 5’-11’’, 175 Ib. frame 
makes it difficult for him to negotiate 
turns.

The Warriors had two finalists in the 
50 yd. dash, an unusual happening in this 
high caliber type of competition. 

Mike Kee, as mentioned earlier, ran 
away from the field in the 50 yd. dash 
tying the record. Soph David Desrosiers, 
who has been highly overshadowed by 
Kee’s outstanding performance all year, 
placed sixth in the dash finals after stum- 
bling at the start. 

A perfectly strategic race by junior Ri- 
cardo Thompson allowed him to capture 
second place in the 600 yd. run. 

His time of 1:18.5 was one of the best 
600 yards run that evening.

Although placing fifth and scoring 
only one point, Wes Johnson's perform- 
ance in the 1000 yd. run was the most 
pleasant surprise of the meet. Wes has had 
very little training time the past month 
due to a severe groin pull, and his 2:27.1 
clocking was three seconds better than his 
previous performances.

The only setback in the meet, though 
not a severe one, was the second place 
finish of the relay team. Oliver Ames won 
the relay in a time of 2:30.1; the Rindge 
quartet ran 2:30.6. 


Oliver Ames, however, ran in a differ- 
ent heat, and recorded their time against 
stiff competition. 


The Rindge foursome of Ricardo 
Thompson, Cal Lamb, Ron Walcott, and 
Mike Kee won their heat easily. They ran 
with extreme caution, because only a 
fifth place finish in the relay would have 
assured the team of the Championship. 


For the entire team, winning a State 
Championship was the highlight of the 
year; but victory under the miserable 
training facilities added an extra touch of 
pride.

Classical attempted to hold the ball hoping 
to give Thurman the final shot. However, 
with 9 seconds left, a Thurman pass was 
spectacularly intercepted by Jerry Scott 
who broke down the middle, spun, and 
laid the ball with two seconds remaining 
giving Rindge a 2 point lead. The final two 
seconds ticked off and the Warriors were in 
the Division Il North final against the 
Northeastern Conference champs, Win- 
throp. 

The Rindge Warriors met the Winthrop 
Vikings in a game that seemed an- 
ticlimactic after Rindge’s victory over Lynn 
Classical. However, this game was a must 
for the Warriors since it meant the title. 

As the first quarter ended, two foul shots 
by Ray Young and a lay-up by Rudy 
Williams put the Warriors ahead of the 
Winthrop Vikings 13-11. 

The second quarter ended with Rindge 
on top 28-22. 

In the beginning of the third quarter, the 
Vikings closed the gap to 35-32 but the 
Rindge offense, with Ray Young, enabled 
the Warriors to increase their lead to 7 at 
the close of the period.

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STEPPING OUT AFTER HIGH SCHOOL

As you know now, there are many options a senior 
can take in deciding what he wants to do once he's finished 
hitting the books, This article deals with just one of those 


options, namely "stopping out", Many students aren't familiar 


with this term, so an explanation is in order, Simply,

KORCZAK ZEOLKOWSKI, a Rindge graduate of long ago, is now 


a famous sculpture. 


One of his earlier works, the "missing" 


bust of Frederick Rindge, this school's benefactor, was discussed 


in an earlier issue. 


Zeolkowski now carves mountains. 


Zeolowski's first mountain carving experience was at Mount 
Rushmore, but he did not stay to see that project completed because 
of difficulties with Gutzon Boglums, the man to see the project 


through. 

Zeolkowski's parents died in 
Boston, and he was adopted by a box- 
er. Whil a teenager, he began to 
carve wood and learned in later 
years the skill of using drills and 
explosives for such projects as 
Mt. Rushmore. 

Zeolkowski now owns and is 
sculpting Blackhead Mountain in the 
Dakotas. That great native Amer- 
ican of the past, CRAZY HORSE, 1s 
his subject. Henry Standing Bear, 
Crazy Horse's nephew, requested 
that this be done, "so the white 
man Knows Indians have heroes 
60 Olt 

The statue now taking shape 
is HUGE. Four thousand men will be 
able to stand on the outstretched 
arms. A five-room house will fit 
in the nostril of the Horse. An 
inscription on the mountain will 
have letters 3 feet high. This 
statue will be three dimensional. 

He has broken his own 
arms, legs, ribs and nearly gone 
deaf from the blasting and drills 
He nearly lost his son in a bull- 
dozing accident.

On Wednesday, Mareh 16, the Basketball team defeated Nashoba Regional High 
School by a walloping margin of 78-59 in the State Division II Semi-Finals, On Saturday, 
March 19, the team suffered its biggest defeat of the season losing to defending champions 
Springfield Commerce, 87-82, in the State Finals, 


In the first period against Nashoba, the 
game was very close with the period going in 
to the last three minutes, a fast break out- 
let by Williams to Scott had the Techmen 
reeling off eight straight points and a ten 
point lead that a stubborn Nashoba erased 
with some fine shooting by Rich Scanlon, The 
period ended with Nashoba leading 19-18, 

Rindge again took control early in the 
second period opening a five point lead be-

lead with the help of forwards Derek Smith and
